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Plans Maturing For New Barns 
and Other Building* 

Dean M. Jacob, of the College 
of Agriculture at the University 
of Tennessee, was a visitor on 
the Junior College campus the 
first part of the week, speaking 
on Tuesday, January 9th at as¬ 
sembly, and conferring with Paul 
Meek, executive officer, on plans 
for the new barns and other build¬ 
ings, bids for which will be ad¬ 
vertised through three county pa¬ 
pers within a couple of weeks. 

Present plans, according to Mr 
Meek, call for a work stock barn 
and milking shed for the use of 
the college dairy, as well as re¬ 
moval of small units, and erection 
of larger units from the waste 
lumber, for example, the tearing 
down of the present poultry 
house and temporary shed to make 
room for the stock barn, the lum¬ 
ber to be used in erecting a sheep 
barn at the rear of the main build¬ 
ing. The hog barn will be relo¬ 
cated and the present barn used 
for hogs turned to other uses. 

All these buildings will be seg¬ 
regated on the north side of the 
Union City highway, leaving all 
the south part of the campus free 
for future development in the 
academic plans. The milking barn, 
approximately 32 by 60 feet, will 
have laboratory and locker room, 
and feed room sufficiently large 
to accommodate a carload of feed. 
Ten cows at a shift may be milk¬ 
ed, and plans call for sufficient 
cows to make two shifts in the 
dairy. The work stock barn will 
be approximately 34 by 48 feet, 
and will be located west of the 
beef barn. It will contain stalls, 
gear room, grain compartment, 
and an area for stock judging in 
animal husbandry classes. All 
buildings will be erected in line 
with other buildings. 

Thus plans are moving forward 
toward the enlargement of the 
scope of the Junior College in 
West Tennessee territory and im¬ 
proving the service of the Junior 
College unit in Weakley and ad¬ 
jacent counties. 

Pasture Shade Trees 

Among the matters pertaining 
to dairying and pasturage in 
West Tennessee that are occasion¬ 
ing interest to local farmers, ac¬ 
cording to Paul Meek, executive 
officer of the Junior College, if 
planting shade trees in pastures 
The Junior College is making 
plans to carry out the project of 
setting trees in its pasture, th* 
work to be under J. E. McMahon, 
Ray DeMoss and C. C. Craven.- 
of the agricultural staff. While it 
is not the function of the Junior 
College to take the lead in re¬ 
search in such matters, it is with¬ 
in the province of the school tc 
lead in trying out projects that 
have proved worth while in ex¬ 
perimental work elsewhere. It has 
been found, for instance, tha! 
whene locust and *walnut trees 
are planted on a pasture, with 
unplanted check lots close by, the 
gain may be as much as 20'"- j 
in pasture returns with the wal 
nut plantings. Locust plantings do 
not appear to do so well. 

Mr. Meek stated that personal¬ 
ly he was going to plant three 
plots, one in locust, the second in 
walnut and leave the third for , 
check purposes, on his own 
farm at Mid-Way. He is convincea 
that such plantings will after a 
while be a distinct advantage to 
livestock farming in this region j 
The Junior College project will be 
part of the program for advancing 
agricultural knowledge in West 
Tennessee territory. 


Miss Eleanor M. Witmer, lib¬ 
rarian of Teachers College, Col¬ 
umbia University, New York City

On Wednesday night at 7:00 
j o'clock, January 24 in the Admin¬ 
istration Building, Dr. Sowder will 
talk to the students. During the 
! two days of his stay, January 24 
and 25. Dr. Sowder will observe 
what is being done about social 
disease control, and will comment 
and offer such help as the situa¬ 
tion may require. In all the public 
talks he makes the public is also 
invited. 

The Junior College in every 
way will cooperate in this essen- 
j tial health control program. 

Hay Grading Institute 
At Junior College 

Under the auspices of the Divi- 
i sion of Agriculture Extension of 
the University of Tennessee therr 
will be held an institute at the 
1 Junior College on February 1 on 
the proper way of growing, har¬ 
vesting and grading hay. In con- 
i nection with these items the feed 
value of different varieties of hay 
will be discussed. 

Among those scheduled to take 
part on the program are: C. A. 
Hutton, dairy extension specialist: 
J. E. Hendricks, extension agro¬ 
nomist, Ben Hazlewood of the 
Jackson experiment station and 
a hay specialist not yet designat¬ 
ed, from the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, Washington. 

All farmers in this locality are 
cordially invited to attend a part 
or all of the meeting. The insti¬ 
tute will convene at 9 o'clock 
on the morning of February 3 and 
close at 3 p.m. Every farmer who 
attends is asked to bring along 
a small sample of hay harvested 
from his farm. A small block will 
suffice, and there should be a 
sample from each kind of hay the 
farmer produces, if convenient. In 
this way the work of the institute 
will deal individually with each 
farmer's problems of hay-making 
This service is another of the 
many services the Junior College 
is attempting to inaugurate in 
connection with the state univer¬ 
sity and other agencies, in pro¬ 
moting better farming in West 
Tennessee.
